OUR SOUTHERN HOME. 

' The present population of Florida 
at least ot tIlia HOtitlieni part of the 
State—is in many ,res|H*ets a peculiar 
one. A very small portion is of native 
origin. or at least originated so near 
its present abiding place that it lias 
met no new conditions of life ill. the 
change. A very large part consists of 
people from other Southern States, 
who come from older communities, 
where t he condit ions of life are better 
established and life in many respects 
more comfortable, but still where 
many of the conditions were substan¬ 
tially the same as they have now , 
become, or soon will be, here. An¬ 
other large part has come from 

States so far north that tin-conditions 
of life are almost totally different here 
from vvliat they have been accustomed 
to. The first two classes readily make 


themselves at home, and retaining 
some ot the old hnhil of thinking of 
the South as one country and the 
Nort h ns anot her. seem to In* still in 
t heir own country,and tohavea prior 
claim toil beforeall foreigners.as they 
sometimes seem to consider the north¬ 
ern people. The latter, on the other 
hand, although more cosmopolitan in 
tln-ir hahit^of mind, and more in the 
hnbit of t hi ii king of the whole count ry 
as one, nevertheless feel a little at sea 
in their new eircumstnnV-cs, and seem 
to take longer lo become thoroughly 
acclimated, and at i*asc wit h t heir sur¬ 
roundings. They therefore yield, nl 
most unconsciously,,n sort of half re¬ 
cognition of the assumed right of prior 
oeeupnt ion on I he part of their soul h 
ern-born neighbors. Not that they flu 
not exercise all their natural rights as 
citizen* and business men, but They 
seem to themselves ipiiteas much as 
to their neighbors to lie less a natural 
part of the community in which they 
live, and t herefnre t hey ha ve less con¬ 
fidence in t heir ow n mov ement s. The 
fact is there is really, except in Ian 
gunge, nearly as much difference he 
tween tin- people of the North and 
South as between the (iermaiis and 
the French in their native countries. 
Their habits of life and ol thought arc 
widely divergent. and it is very hard 
for them to mix freely with each other, 
for vvliat the one esteems an absolute 
condition of respect and a mark of 
good breeding, the other very likely 
t hinks light ly of and often m*glcct*. and 
vvliat t helat ter t hinks most important 
the foriuei in his turn considers of iio 
consequence a nd fails to.observe. The 
result is that each looks down upon 
the' other for his short comings, and 
neither accords lo the other the same 
full respect and confidence that lie 
does to lluisc whose habits do mil 
.lead to frequent offense, and whose 
minds sympathize'with his own. 'Flu* 
children of -both grow up together 
under the same circumstances, and 
with common experiences and inter¬ 
ests, and lind little dilliculty in sym¬ 
pathizing with caefrofher and helping

each ot her I o enjoy life in t heir common 
home. ' 

I nder the**e circtnnsiancew jieople 
are wise who do not try to force too 
clofie intimacy between the older peo¬ 
ple. and equally w i*e in not trying lb 
perpetuate their own prejudices on 
eit her side in t he mind* of their chil 
dreti. but contenting t hr nisei ves wit h 
neighborly courtesy on l heir own part, 
and with teaching their children right 
principles mid avoidance of vice or 
rudeness, leaving them to lind their 
own unit tin I adjustments, and grow 
up as a homogeneous people, to oi copy 
the land together hereafter. 

In this ryspeet Winter Park offers 
peculiar advantages to the northern 
settler, v Its present population is 
largely composed ol nort hern people, 
who therefnre lind plenty ol congenial 
society among themselves, ami sv m 
pat lii/ing. associates in their various 
undertakings for business or plea-itre. 
while the college, attracting student* 
trom all sides, brings the young people 
into contact with l hose of hot h nort Ii 
•tii and southern parentage, undgriii 
ciimsl auces calculated t o . eticour.ige 
mutual respect, and therefore tint' nil 
beuetil. They are all alike gathered 
I here to sha re the beuetil s of I lie me ins 
prov ided to aid them in sell improve¬ 
ment . and nothingsosiirely commands 
t he respect ol others as t lie know lei Ige 
that one is making a real effort to iih 
prov e himself. Tliis every hottest and 
earnest student is doing, and he is re¬ 
spected accordingly, both by Ins males 
and Ins teachers, and any good points 
he may show as compared with those 
from other sect ions of t he lountrv or 
classes of soviet y will ha ve lull credit; 
from Ins inates and the best possible 
chance to prove a tiselul example. 

W e do not mean todiscouragesocial 
intercourse between older people from 
.north and south, but simply to point 
out how.takingaveragehuman nature 
as we lind it. we may make the best of 
it. and turn its very weaknesses to 
good account, or at least steer i leaf 
of unpleasant ness on account ot l hem. 
Neither would we be tiudersl ood as III 
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any nenW despising onr . neighbor* of 
southern birth wr simply take ar- 

foill iI of the fact (lull ill most eases

I lanilaiig planted in Api il, 1Hs.*>. They 
are healths vines, and lids year Imre 
lieavd v 'rile grapes a re of a' reddish 
purple. Imneh large ami loose, very 
large and of e.xiplisile flavor, ripens lie 
fore.Inne la. Professor Dubois calls 
ihis variety lllaek Muscat ot Alex¬ 
andria-. Last spring I planted a num 
her of vines ot tlie Sultana ami White 
Miisial of Alexandria, the two va¬ 
rieties used mostly for raisins in Cali¬ 
fornia. They have done well sn •far. 
The v ities were one year old, and uciv 
cut oil at tIn*ground. 'They have al- 
i eatlv made st rung vines t »*n to t went y 
lefT m length, and are as free from any 
disease as the sruppernong. I look for 
fruit from them next spring. I have 
ahout t wt*nt y-ti ve ot hey* v arieties of 
foreign grapes, table ami wine, and 
nearly all threaten, to prove entirely 
Mieeessfiu.

Pneumonia. 

It is generally supposed that pneu¬ 
monia is due to the accidental pene¬ 
tration of specific microbes into the 
system, hut the observations pf M. 
.Incroud, a French student of the sub¬ 
ject, show that the disease really re¬ 
sults from the development, under fa¬ 
vorable conditions, of mierohie germs 

permanently present in the system. A 
chief condition of such development is 
a sudden chill, which explains the fre¬ 
quent coincidence of lung affections 
with abrupt changes of temperature.
